Beſides our own Companwns, who will of Courſe 
fee this in your Hands, I only deſire that the poor

it; neither of them being yet rightly inform'd of the 
Particulars, will I fancy be glad to read what has ſo 
much concern d them. : 


Thurſday, 
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TH the 13th of November, about a-Clock 
in the Evening, my Lord Mohun came to my Lodg- 
ings, and told me that though he was prodigiouſly 
F wearicd out with his Lawyers, yet he could neither 
Eat nor Drink till he had told me his Concern, which 


1 faw was very great upon him. 


l cu know, ſays my Lord, there is a tedious Suit 
in Chancery depending between me and Duke Ha-

gaged to dine at A/ply on Saturday, and would gladly

perſiſt in this way, I muſt do as you would have

We Supp'd abroad with Company; and at Parting 
my Lord Mohun told me, the more he thought on't the 


more he was confirm'd in the ſame Mind; and deſired 
me not to neglect him.

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At going to Bed, I bid my Footman to riſe early, and 
to inform himſelf of Duke Hamilton's Porter, at what

Friday Morning, between 8 and 9, my Lord Mohun 
came into my Chamber, while I was drinking of Tea. 
Says I, My Lord you are very early, and come, I hope,

Coach, and Ii] Drink Tea here till you come back. 


I went in that Coach ſtreight to my Lord Duke's, 


and the Porter ſaying his Grace was gone Abroad, but 
would fee Company at Eleven a-Clock, I left my 
Name as one paying his Duty to his Grace, and ſaid J 
would come again then at Eleven; which accordingly 
I did, and the Porter told me his Lord was ſent for 
on ſome very earneſt Buſineſs to my Lord Boling- 
brobe's; but having heard that I had been to wait upon 


his Grace, bid his Porter deſire me to wait his Return, 
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and then not finding his Grace at home, and the Por-

Duke's, till going to Pinner with my Lord Mohun. I 
was fold that a Gentleman from Duke Hamtiton had 
been looking for me at my Lodgings, at HThite's ho- 


colate-houſe, and St. Fames's Coffee-houſe; which my 


Lord Mohun too hearing, preſſed me to go again as 
ſoon as I had Dined. I went then to his Grace's 
Houſe about Four a-Clock, and the Porter told me 
that his Lord was at home to me only, and had bid 
deny him to every body elſe. | 


His Grace received me with a great deal of Civi- 


lity, and after a ſmall Preamble 1 told him, that I 
hoped I was employ'd to do good Offices betwixt 
his Grace and my Lord Mohun; and that I flarterd 


wy {elf he would find nothing offenſive in my Meſ- 
age.

And pray Sir, ſays my Lord Duke, what are my 
Lord Mohun's Commands for me; with that I told 
his Grace what my Lord Mohun had deſired me, and 


as near as I could remember in his very Words. 


R My Lord Duke was walking while I ſpoke, and 
then ſtanding ſtill ſaid, Sir, my Lord Mohun was very

Antagoniſt a Gentleman, who had had a long Prejudice N 
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ſpeak a Breakfaſt, and choſe to walk, it being very 


cold; and ſoon after we eſpy'd Duke Hamilton and the

Immediately both Lords drew, and I can give little 
Account of their Action, being at the ſame Inſtant en- 
gaged with Colonel Hamilton, with whom after ſome 
Parrying I cloſed in, and getting his Sword from him 
with my Left Hand, he caught hold of mine with his 
Right Hand, juſt below the Hilt. Sir, ſaid I, ſtruggle 
not, for I have your Sword: Sir, ſaid he, I have a 
Grip of yours ; quit it then, ſaid I, and don't force 
_ to run you in the Back, but let's haſte to ſave 
them. 


i ſaw the Lords then ſtruggle and fall together, 
their Ground being much changed in the Action; for 
at the beginning my Lord Mahun was on my Left 
Hand, and they now fell, almoſt behind Colonel Hamil- 
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Coming near the Lodge in the Park, we ſent to bc- 
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While I was yet uttering the Words I mentioned 
laſt, to Colonel Hamilton, the Keepers came up and 
found us two in this poſtufe, ſtanding upon our Legs 
cloſe ſtruggling, his Sword in my Lett Hand free over 
his Right Shoulder, and my Sword in my Right Hand, 
he pulling at the Blade with both his. . 


One ef theſe Keepers took our two Swords; and I 
think another ran at the ſame Inſtant to the Lords, 
erying out, What a deal of Miſchief is done here! would 
to God we had come ſooner; you Gentlemen are ſuch 


ſtrange Creatures ! 


As we ſtept to the Lords, as I think not above four 
Yards from us, Lord Mohun was not altogether on his 
Back, but in a manner between lying and ſitting, bend- 
ing forwards to Duke Hamilton, of whoſe Sword he 
had a hold with his Left Hand. Duke Hamil- 
ton was on his Knees, leaning to his Left; almoſt a- 
croſs Lord Mohan, and holding Lord Mohur's Sword 
alſo faſt with his Left Hand, both ſtriving, but neither 
able to diſengage himſelf from tother. | 


One of the Keepers, with Colonel Hamilton, firſt 
lifted the Duke; while with another, I endeayour'd 
the ſame Service to my Lord Mohun, who immediately 
ſaid to me, I believe I am killed, for I feel ſeveral 
Wounds in my Belly. Good God forbid, ſaid I, and 
turning him on his wounded Side and Belly, ſtrove is 


vain to give him Relief. 
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I faw the Duke, ſupported by the Colonel and ano- 


ther, walk ſome Yards but ſtaggering, which I imputed 


to a great Gaſh I ſaw in his eg, which I thought had 
cut the Sinews.

I continud my Care about my Lord Mohun till 
hopes were paſt, and then ſent his Body home in the 
fame Coach that brought us. 


After this melancholy Parting,” I walkt by way of 


Kenſingten to your Lodgings, where I heard the firſt 


News of Duke Hamilton's being a dying. 


Tho you muſt needs think me tedious in this Rela- 
tion, I muſt yet appeal to your own Knowledge, of my 
Words and Expreſſions both as to Duke Hamilton and 
his Friend; you can teſtific to the World how little my 
Behaviour, as to them, look d like the previous Villa- 
nous Aſperſions I am told of; and which Iyet conclude 


to be only raiſed, believed and ſpread about, by ſuch as 


are capable of thoſe unnatural Barbarities that can ne- 
ver be imputed to,. en
